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Prospective  Plantings,  March  1945 


A  near-record  acreage  of  principal  crops,  about  equal  to  the 
total  acreage  grown  last  season,  is  to  be  expected  this  year  if 
the  weather  permits  farmers  to  carry  out  their  plans  as  reported 
in  March  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Plans  for  substantial  reductions  in  crop  acreages  are  reported 
by  farmers  in  a  large  southern  area  extending  across  a  half 
dozen  States  from  South  Carolina  to  Louisiana  and  Arkansas, 
and  nominal  reductions  in  a  dozen  other  States  are  indicated. 
On  the  other  hand,  small  increases  are  planned  in  a  number  of 
States,  mostly  on  the  Pacific  Coast  or  in  northern  or  central 
areas  where  acreages  were  reduced  last  year  by  wet  weather 
and  floods  at  planting  time,  or  by  the  dry  summer  which  reduced 
the  acreage  of  hay  that  could  be  cut.  In  acreage  the  reported 
reductions  nearly  offset  the  increases.  This  may  not  be  true 
of  production  because  the  greatest  reductions  in  acreage  seem 


likely  to  be  in  some  of  the  least  productive  areas.  Present  indi- 
cations are  that  the  really  productive  land  will  be  closely  utilized 
in  all  States,  and  production  prospects  appear  better  than  usual 
for  this  time  of  year.  Fruits  have  started  to  bloom  too  early 
for  safety,  and  no  information  is  available  regarding  cotton, 
but  if  growing  conditions  are  average,  the  total  output  of  other 
crops  could  equal  the  excellent  showing  made  last  year. 

Apparently  in  no  large  area  of  the  country  are  farmers 
seriously  handicapped  by  weather  conditions,  finances,  shortages 
of  seed  or  shortages  of  feed.  Tractors  are  being  substituted  for 
horses  as  fast  as  machines  can  be  made  available.  Wartime 
difficulties,  including  delays  in  transportation,  and  shortages  of 
manpower,  equipment,  and  some  supplies,  tend  to  limit  expansion 
but  present  conditions  would  permit  another  year  of  big  crops  if 
future  weather  conditions  permit.

If  farmers  carry  out  their  March  plans  about  as  they  usually 
do,  there  will  be  substantial  increases  in  the  acreage  planted  to 
several  crops  where  increases  are  especially  needed  to  meet  the 
war  situation.  Thus  indications  in  early  March  (before  the 
full  effect  of  the  organized  effort  to  increase  flax  plantings  could 
be  effective)  show  that  farmers  were  then  planning  to  increase 
the  acreage  of  flaxseed  more  than  a  third,  or  from  about  3 
million  to  more  than  4  million  acres.  Farmers  were  also  planning 
to  increase  the  acreage  in  sugar  beets  about  20  percent.  Other 
increases  indicated  include  over  3%  million  acres  of  oats— 8  per- 
cent, tobacco  more  than  4  percent,  and  rice  nearly  2  percent. 
The  March  reports  also  tend  to  support  the  December  indica- 
tions of  an  increase  of  about  5  million  acres  or  12  percent  in  the 
acreage  of  winter  wheat  to  be  harvested.  According  to  the 
reported  plans,  the  increases  in  these  crops  would  be  nearly 
offset  by  decreases  in  the  acreage  of  other  crops.

General  Crop  Report  as  of  April  1,  1945 

National  crop  prospects  are  now  even  better  than  they  were  a 
month  ago.  Hay  crops  and  pastures  have  an  excellent  si  art. 
Ranges  are  a  little  late  in  the  far  West  but  prospects  appear 
favorable  in  nearly  I  he  whole  range  area.  The  winter  wheat 
crop  is  now  estimated  at  863,000,000  bushels.  This  is  a  hundred 
million  bushels  above  prospects  last  December  and  would  be  the 
Largest  winter  wheal  crop  ever  produced.  Other  winter  grains 
are  in  good  shape.  The  seeding  of  spring  small  grains  appears 
fairly  well  advanced  for  the  season  in  the  main  producing  States. 
Stocks  of  feed  grain  and  wheat  on  farms  are  at  near-record  level. 

West  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  general  rains  during  March 
greatly  improved  moisture  conditions  for  growing  crops  and 
prospects  for  irrigation.  March  rainfall  was  light  from  western 
Nebraska  south  wan  1  and  Florida  has  suffered  from  droiuiht  for 
some  months,  but  the  area  of  the  country  now  seriously  short  of 
rain  is  unusually  small.  In  Arkansas  and  large  portions  of 
surrounding  States  farm  work  has  been  greatly  delayed  by  per- 
sistent rains.  With  previous  flood  records  being  broken  by  the 
lied  Iiiver  and  other  streams,  the  area  overflowed  will  probably 
pass  the  million-acre  mark  and  a  much  larger  acreage  is  so  wet

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Farm  Real  Estate  Values 

Farm  real  estate  values  for  the  country  as  a  whole  rose  11 
percent  during  the  12  months  ended  March  1,  1945.  The  pre- 
liminary United  States  index  (1912-14=100)  on  March  1  was 
126  as  compared  with  114  in  1944  and  85  in  1941.  Values  have 
now  advanced  at  an  average  rate  of  1  percent  a  month  for  4 
years.  The  rise  for  the  1941-45  period  is  85  percent  of  the 
increase  for  the  4-year  period  1916-20. 

Average  values  increased  during  the  last  year  in  all  geographic 
divisions  and  in  each  of  the  48  States.  For  the  geographic 
divisions,  the  largest  value  increase,  14  percent,  occurred  in  the 
South  Atlantic  and  Pacific  groups  of  States  whereas  advances 
ranging  from  11  to  13  percent  were  reported  for  the  East  and

West  South  Central  and  Mountain  divisions.     Value  increases 
in  the  other  geographic  divisions  ranged  from  7  to  9  percent. 

The  principal  forces  tending  to  stimulate  activity  in  the  farm 
real  estate  market  have  been  the  continuation  of  high  farm  com- 
modity prices  and  incomes  and  the  growing  accumulation  of 
liquid  funds  in  the  hands  of  farmers  and  others.  The  volume  of 
sales  has  continued  at  a  high  level,  although  somewhat  below 
the  record  level  reported  for  the  year  ended  March  1,  1944.  Un- 
less farm  commodity  prices  substantially  above  those  of  1935-39 
continue  in  the  future,  current  farm  land  value  levels  in  the  prin- 
cipal agricultural  areas  are  not  likely  to  be  maintained.

Rapid  increases  in  farm  wage  rates  with  no  increase  in  freight 
rates  are  tending  to  shift  centers  of  production  to  areas  where 
the  crops  can  be  grown  with  the  least  labor.  Thus  the  acreage 
of  potatoes  is  increasing  in  most  States  where  the  yield  is  high 
and  decreasing  where  yields  have  been  low.  If  farmers  in  each 
State  grow  the  acreage  of  potatoes  now  planned  for  this  season 
and  obtain  yields  equal  to  the  10-year  (1934-43)  average  in 
their  States,  the  average  yield  in  the  United  States  this  year 
would  be  132  bushels  per  acre  planted  instead  of  the  120  bushels 
average  actually  obtained  in  those  years.  The  acreage  reports 
for  corn  show  signs  of  a  similar  shift  this  year,  for  they  show 
a  reduction  of  1%  million  acres  planned  in  10  Southern  and  Great 
Plains  States  where  the  1940-44  yield  per  acre  planted  was  less 
than  17  bushels  and  an  even  greater  reduction  in  other  States 
which  had  less  than  the  United  States  average  yield  during  those 
years.  It  is  significant  that  some  southern  areas  report  a  shortage 
of  tenants  for  1-mule  farms.  On  the  other  hand,  returns  from 
tobacco  have  been  high  enough  to  hold  a  full  acreage.

Livestock  numbers  declined  rather  sharply  during  1944  after 
having  increased  steadily  from  1938  to  1943  and  having  reached 
an  all-time  peak  in  1944  for  numbers  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  numbers  of  all  species  of  livestock  and  also  of  chickens 
and  turkevs  on  January  1,  1945,  were  below  those  of  a  year 
earlier.  Thus  1944  was" one  of  the  few  years  on  record  to  show 
such  a  general  tendency  for  numbers  to  decline.  The  most 
marked  decreases  were  in  the  numbers  of  hogs,  sheep,  and 
chickens. 

In  terms  of  animal  units  that  allow  for  differences  in  size  and 
feed  requirements  of  the  different  species,  excluding  poultry,  the 
January  1,  1945,  numbers  were  G  percent  smaller  than  a  year 
carliei  "and  2  percent  below  2  years  earlier,  but  larger  than  any 
other  year  for  at  least  20  years.  In  terms  of  grain-consuming 
animal"  units  the  decrease  was  14  percent,  and  in  terms  of  hay 
and  pasture  units  the  decrease  was  about  2  percent. 

The  total  value  of  livestock  on  farms  on  January  1,  1945,  of 
8.2  billion  dollars  was  down  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier  and  8 
percent  from  the  all-time  record  high  value  of  2  years  earlier.

Not  only  were  the  numbers  of  all  species  below  last  year  but  the 
values  per  head  for  all  except  hogs  were  also  down. 

The  general  decline  in  livestock  numbers  in  1944  was  caused 
largely  by  the  tight  feed  situation  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year  and  the  generally  less  favorable  relationship  of  livestock 
prices  to  feed  prices.  As  a  result  of  this  decrease  in  livestock 
numbers  and  of  the  record  production  of  feed  grain  in  1944,  the 
feed  situation  at  the  beginning  of  1945  is  more  favorable  for 
livestock  producers  than  it  was  a  year  ago.  The  supply  of  feed 
grain  per  animal  unit  of  livestock  (including  chickens)  on  January 
1,  1945,  was  27  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  and  slightly 
above  January  1,  1943.  It  was  the  highest  in  over  20  years,  and 
was  7  percent  above  the  1939-43  average.  On  the  other  hand, 
hay  supplies  (1944  production  plus  carry-over)  per  animal  unit 
this  season  were  below  those  of  a  year  ago,  as  a  result  of  the  rela- 
tively small  decline  in  hay-consuming  animals  and  smaller  pro- 
duction and  carry-over  of  hay.     Compared  with  last  season,  the 


supply  of  hay  per  unit  was  down  1  percent  and  was  5  percent 
below  the  5-year  average. 

Following  the  29-percent  decrease  in  the  1944  pig  crop  and  a 
record  slaughter  of  hogs  in  1944,  the  number  of  hogs  on  farms 
on  January  1,  1945  at  60,660,000  head — was  down  28  percent 
from  the  all-time  record  number  of  a  year  earlier.  In  numbers, 
this  was  the  largest  decrease  for  any  year  on  record,  but  the 
percentage  decrease  was  less  than  during  the  drought  year  of 
1934. 

The  upward  swing  of  the  cattle  number  cycle  was  halted  in 
1944  and  numbers  declined  nearly  1  percent.  In  view  of  the 
record  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  in  1944,  this  decrease  in 
numbers  seems  relatively  small,  as  it  was  generally  expected 
that  numbers  would  be  considerably  below  the  81,760,000  now 
estimated.  The  present  estimate  reflects  the  lowest  numbers 
indicated  by  a  reasonable  interpretation  of  the  reports  of  live- 
stock farmers.

The  decline  in  sheep  numbers  that  started  in  1943,  was  con- 
tinuing during  1944  at  an  increasing  rate.  The  total  of  all  sheep 
and  lambs,  estimated  at  47,945,000  head  on  January  1,  1945,  was 
down  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  As  the  estimated  number  of 
sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  for  market  on  January  1,  1945,  was 
larger  than  a  year  earlier,  all  of  the  decrease  is  in  stock  sheep, 
which  are  at  the  lowest  level  since  1928. 

The  downward  trend  in  the  numbers  of  horses  and  mules  con- 
tinued during  1944.  The  numbers  of  both  horse  and  mule  colts 
under  1  year  old  made  further  declines  in  1944,  and  the  end  of 
the  long  decline  in  work-stock  numbers  is  not  yet  in  sight. 

The  number  of  chickens  on  farms  dropped  rather  sharply 
during  1944  with  the  number  on  January  1,  1945,  estimated  at 
511  million  birds,  down  11  percent  from  a  year  earlier  but  still 
18  percent  above  the  10-year  (1934-43)  average.  Turkey 
numbers,  estimated  at  7.5  million  birds,  were  down  about  1  per- 
cent, but  the  number  of  breeder  hens  was  up.

Wool 

Mill  consumption  of  domestic  wool  has  increased  in  recent 
months.  Consumption  for  the  first  half  of  1945  will  be  con- 
siderably larger  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  last  year, 
when  reported  consumption  of  domestic  wool  totaled  151  million 
pounds  out  of  a  total  United  States  mill  consumption  of  517 
million  pounds  (grease  basis)  of  apparel  wool.  Larger  produc- 
tion of  military  fabrics  this  year  than  last  is  chiefly  responsible 
for  the  increased  use  of  domestic  wool.  Production  of  wool 
fabrics  for  Army  use  in  the  first  half  of  1945  may  equal  such 
production  for  the  entire  year  1944.  Most  army  orders  for  wool 
fabrics  call  for  the  use  of  at  least  50  percent  of  domestic  wool. 
The  Army  has  recently  placed  orders  for  substantial  quantities 
of  wool  fabrics  to  be  delivered  during  the  third  quarter  of  1945 
and  it  now  seems  likely  that  the  rate  of  consumption  of  domestic 
wool  will  continue  above  that  of  1944  into  the  second  half  of  the 
year.

Nearly  everywhere  east  of  the  Rockies  March  was  unusually 
warm.  In  almost  half  of  the  States  the  average  temperature  in 
March  was  about  as  high  as  would  be  normal  in  April.  On 
April  1,  vegetation  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  country  was  as  far 
advanced  as  it  often  is  on  May  1.  Thus  plums  and  cherries 
were  in  full  bloom  as  far  north  as  the  fruit  sections  of  southwest- 
ern Michigan  where  the  average  date  of  last  frost  is  after  the 
first  of  May.  Grass  and  winter  grains  have  made  an  unusual 
early  growth.  The  reported  condition  of  pastures  on  April  1 
averaged  nearly  as  high  as  in  July  1942  and  higher  than  on  any 
other  date  since  1927.  Prospects  for  pastures,  ranges,  and  hay 
crops  have  rarely  been  better  at  this  time  of  year.  With  one  of 
the  earliest  springs  on  record,  both  milk  production  per  cow  and 
egg  production  per  hen  appear  to  have  averaged  higher  during 
March  than  at  the  same  season  in  any  previous  year.  As  stocks 
of  feed  grain  and  wheat  on  farms  are  at  near-record  levels  the 
production  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  should  continue 
heavy.

Poultry  and  Eggs 

Demand  for  poultry  meat  is  expected  to  continue  exceeding 
the  supplies  by  a  wide  margin,  reflecting  large  military  require- 
ments, large  consumer  incomes,  and  reduced  supplies  of  red 
meats.  In  order  to  aid  the  military  in  obtaining  poultry  meat 
and  to  supplement  the  reduced  civilian  red  meat  supplies,  the 
Office  of  Economic  Stabilization  authorized  increases  in  price 
ceilings  on  young  chickens,  averaging  1.25  cents  per  pound, 
effective  July  1.  This  action  is  expected  to  induce  increased 
production  of  broilers. 

Civilian  demand  for  eggs  during  the  first  quarter  of  1945  was 
strong,  primarily  because  of  reduced  meat  supplies  and  high 
consumer  income.  Per  capita  egg  consumption  was  at  a  record 
level,  about  10  percent  above  January-March  1944.  Since  meat 
supplies  are  not  expected  to  increase  substantially  until  the  last 
quarter  of  1945,  and  with  egg  production  moderately  below  last 
year,  the  egg  supply  may  not  be  sufficient  to  meet  increased 
demand  after  the  second  quarter.

'  Supplies  of  feed  grain  and  hay  on  farms  and  the  volume  of  supplies  in  relation  to 
livestock  numbers  are  important  in  determining  the  price  of  feed,  the  profit  from  feed- 
ing, feeding  rates,  numbers  of  livestock  and  the  production  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products.  Pending  completion  of  estimates  of  quantities  of  grain,  feeds,  and  roughage 
actually  consumed  by  livestock,  principal  items  of  supply  and  disappearance  are 
shown.  The  units  of  livestock  on  farms  on  Jan.  1  indicate  relative  feed  requirements 
(at  average  rates  of  feeding)  at  that  season  or  during  feeding  periods  when  numbers 
averaged  about  the  same  as  on  Jan.  1.  Stocks  of  corn  and  oats  on  Jan.  1,  Apr.  I,  and 
Julv  1  are  roughly  indicative  of  feed  grain  supplies  on  farms  on  those  dates  but  they 
include  some  grain  subsequently  used  for  seed  or  sold  for  milling,  export,  and  other 
purposes  and  in  some  recent  years  they  included  considerable  corn  sealed  on  farms 
under  government  loan.  They  exclude  com  in  silage  and  fodder,  farm  stocks  of  barley 
and  grain  sorghums,  supplies  of  wheat,  rye,  buckwheat,  soybeans,  cottonseed,  etc., 
available  for  feeding;  grain  stored  elsewhere  than  on  farms,  grains  imported  for  feed-, 
ing,  and  byproduct  feeds  (bran,  middlings,  gluten,  oil  meals,  etc.)  currently  available. 

Adding  "together  the  July  1  farm  stocks  of  com  and  oats  and  the  production  of  the 
4  principal  feed  grains  gives  a  total  representative  of  the  "supply"  of  these  grains 
becoming  available  during  the  12-month  period  July  1  to  June  30.  Except  during 
the  drought  period,  year-to-year  changes  in  the  quantities  of  barley  and  oats  fed 
between  July  1  and  Oct.  1  have  usually  been  unimportant  and  a  total  computed  by 
adding  together  (1)  production  of  the  4  grains,  (2)  the  October  stocks  of  com  and  (3) 
the  July  stocks  of  oats,  is  commonly  used  as  indicating  the  farm  supply  of  feed  grains 


for  the  "feeding  season"  of  12  months  beginning  Oct.  1. 

The  "farm  disappearance"  of  feed  grains  or  of  hay,  as  computed  by  subtractine 
from  the  "supply'  the  stocks  remaining  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  period,  provides 
a  better  indication  of  the  quantity  actually  utilized  for  all  purposes,  including  that 
used  for  feed.  Dividing  the  "disappearance"  by  the  estimated  number  of  animal 
units  on  farms  gives  a  "disappearance  per  animal  unit"  which  is  roughly  indicative 
of  the  current  rate  per  unit  at  which  these  feeds  were  fed.  Due  to  uncertainty  re- 
garding stocks  of  barley  and  sorghums,  com  hogged  off,  and  other  items  the  disa- 
pearance  of  feed  grain  per  unit  is  shown  only  for  selected  periods,  and  for  some  of  the 
earlier  years  stocks  were  computed  from  holdings  on  other  dates.  Preliminary 
studies  indicate  that  the  changes  in  the  disappearance  of  feed  grains  per  unit  of  live- 
stock as  thus  computed  have  been  accompanied  by  smaller  changes  in  the  quantity 
of  all  grains  and  feeds  fed  and  by  still  smaller  changes  in  the  per  unit  production  of 
livestock  and  livestock  products.  The  differences  result,  in  part,  from  substitution  of 
other  feeds  and  in  part,  from  adjustment  of  feeding  rates  and  feeding  methods  to 
changes  in  prices.  Cattle,  for  example,  may  be  fed  grains  and  millfeed,  or  they  may 
be  carried  along  on  hay,  forage,  straw,  pastures,  and  ranges.  Over  a  longer  period 
comparisons  are  affected  by  many  other  factors,  including  the  decreases  of  horses  in 
cities  and  villages.

Mohair  Production  and  Income,  1943  and  1944 

Mohair  production  in  the  7  leading  States  in  1944  is  estimated 
at  20,581,000  pounds  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The 
1944  production  was  385,000  pounds,  or  2  percent  above  the 
20,196,000  pounds  produced  in  1943,  and  14  percent  above  the 
10-year  (1933-42)  average.  Production,  however,  was  smaller 
than  last  year  in  all  States  except  Texas  and  Missouri,  where 
increases  were  more  than  enough  to  offset  reductions  elsewhere. 

The  number  of  goats  clipped  in  1944 — 4,130,000  head — was 
the  smallest  since  1939.  This  compares  with  4,284,000  in  1943. 
Since  the  peak  of  4,544,000  in  1941,  the  number  clipped  has  de- 
clined each  year.  The  increased  total  production  this  year  over 
last  was  due  to  the  highest  clip  per  goat  on  record.  The  average 
quantity  of  hair  per  goat  and  kid  clipped  was  5.0  pounds  in  1944, 
compared  with  4.7  pounds  in  1943. 

Estimated  income  from  mohair  in  1944  amounted  to  $12,356,- 
000 — almost  as  large  as  the  record  of  $12,422,000  in  1941.     The 

1943  income  was  $11,535,000.     The  average  price  per  pound  for 

1944  mohair  was  60.0  cents — highest  since  1928 — compared  with 
57.1  cents  for  1943.

During  the  first  week  of  April  a  cold  wave  brought  temper- 
atures close  to  zero  to  places  in  the  northern  Plains  and  temper- 
atures below  20  degrees  in  northern  Texas.  Night  temperatures 
dropped  below  freezing  in  most  of  the  northern  half  of  the  coun- 
try. The  full  extent  of  the  damage  is  not  yet  known.  Wheat 
seems  to  have  escaped  with  little  or  no  apparent  injury.  Alfalfa, 
clover,  lespedeza  and  other  field  crops  were  frozen  back  in  some 
places  but  should  recover.  Damage  to  fruit  crops  was  extensive 
ranging  from  a  nearly  complete  kill  of  early  fruit  blossoms  in 
the  higher  Plains  area,  where  few  farmers  attempt  to  grow  fruit, 
to  a  small  percentage  of  the  blossoms  in  well-located  orchards  in 
the  main  northern  fruit  belts  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains.  In 
commercial  orchards,  some  trees  in  frosty  pockets  and  some 
varieties  will  have  little  fruit.  Where  only  a  portion  of  the 
blossoms  on  a  tree  were  killed,  a  nearly  full  fruit  crop  would  still 
be  possible  but  until  the  danger  of  further  frosts  has  passed  the 
outlook  will  remain  uncertain.  Prospects  for  fruits  appear 
favorable  west  of  the  Rockies  and  in  the  Southern  citrus  and 
Southeastern  peach  States.  Damage  so  far  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  important  in  the  main  New  York  or  Michigan  fruit 
belts  or  along  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Erie  but  further  losses  are 
not  improbable.  Damage  varied  locally  in  the  Shenandoah  area 
but  was  extensive  to  apples  and  peaches,  especially  in  Virginia.

Wool  Production  and  Income  1943-44 

The  production  of  wool,  both  shorn  and  pulled,  in  the  United 
States  in  1944  is  estimated  at  418,094,000  pounds,  of  which 
347,094,000  pounds  were  shorn  wool  and  71,000,000  pounds  were 
pulled  wool.  This  quantity  compares  with  a  total  of  449,578,000 
pounds  produced  in  1943,  of  which  384,378,000  pounds  were 
shorn  wool  and  65,200,000  pounds  pulled.  The  10-vear  (1933- 
42)  average  production  of  shorn  wool  was  369,727,000  pounds,

of  pulled  wool  64,660,000  pounds,  and  of  all  wool  434,387,000 
pounds. 

The  average  local  market  price  of  shorn  wool  in  1944  was  42.4 
cents  per  pound,  compared  with  41.6  cents  in  1943  and  the  total 
cash  income  from  shorn  wool  was  |$1 47,264,000—  812,689,000 
below  the  all-time  record  income  of  $159,953,000  in  1943. 

The  number  of  sheep  shorn  in  1944  is  estimated  at  44,324,000 
head,  a  reduction  of  4,249,000  head  or  9  percent  from  the  number 
-horn  in  1943.  The  average  weight  per  fleece  in  1944  was  7.83 
pounds  compared  with  7.91  in  1943. 

The  present  estimate  of  shorn  wool  production  in  1944  of 
347,094,000  pounds  is  about  8,000,000  pounds  smaller  than  the 
preliminary  estimate  made  in  August  of  last  year.  Most  of  this 
decrease  is  a  result  of  the  downward  revision  in  the  estimated 
number  of  stock  sheep  on  farms  January  1,  1944,  and  hence  of 
sheep  shorn  in  1944.

The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities  rose  1 
point  flaring  the  month  ended  March  15  as  the  indexes  for  com- 
modities used  for  family  maintenance  and  for  farm  production 
both  increased  1  point.  At  180  in  mid-March,  the  prices-paid 
index  was  .">  points  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Converted  to  a 
1919  29  base,  this  index  was  112,  and  converted  to  1034-3'J  base;, 
it  was  144.  At  184,  the  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  com- 
modities used  for  family  living  was  7  points  higher  than  a  year 
ago;  commodities  u^ed  for  production,  at  175  were  2  points 
higher.  A  6-point  increase  in  the  index  of  seed  prices  and  a  1- 
point  increase  in  the  index  of  feed  prices  were  primarily  respon- 
sible for  the  rise  in  the  index  of  prices  paid  for  farm  production 
items  during  the  month  ended  March  15.  Prices  paid  by  farmers 
for  corn,  oats,  and  haj  were  up  slightly,  but  prices  for  other 
important  feeds  were  about  unchanged.  At  17'.i  percent  of  the 
1 '. )  1 0  —  1 4  average,  the  index  of  feed  prices  was  2  points  lower  than 
a  year  earlier.  The  index  of  seed  prices  rose  to  2.S3,  was  '.I  points 
above  a  year  earlier,  and  3  points  above  the  previous  all-time 


record  high  of  280,  reached  in  1919.  Increases  in  prices  paid  for 
seed  potatoes  and  cottonseed  for  planting  were  largely  responsible 
for  the  rise  in  t lie  index  of  seed  prices. 

Vegetables:  Declines  in  prices  of  (ruck  crops  were  again 
prominent  in  the  farm  product  price  picture  this  month'.  From 
early  February  to  early  March,  these  downturns  were  sufficient 
to  more  than  offset  not  only  the  seasonally  higher  prices  received 
by  farmers  for  potatoes  and  sw  eetpotat  ocs.  but  minor  Upturns 
in  grain  and  cotton  prices  as  well.  As  a  result  of  contra-seasonal 
declines  for  2  months  in  a  row,  the  March  index  of  commercial 
truck  crop  prices  was  lowered  to  203.  A  month  aim  the  index 
stood  at  223  and  a  year  ago  at  242.  The  March  index  this  year 
is  the  lowest  for  the  monih  since  1U42  but  is  higher  than  for  any 
previous  year  of  record  commencing  in  1924.  Aggregate  carlot 
shipments  of  truck  crops  by  rail  and  boat  for  the  period  February 
21  to  March  17  were  about  2  percent  less  than  for  the  preceding

heavier  this  year  than  last,  whereas  lettuce,  green  peas,  and 
spinach  were  in  much  lighter  supply  than  at  this  time  a  year  ago. 

Cauliflower  and  lettuce  prices  advanced  significantly  from 
early  February  to  early  March,  and  spinach  prices  held  steady. 
Prices  of  all  other  crops  in  the  index  showed  rather  sharp  reduc- 
tions, especially  green  peppers,  cabbage,  green  peas,  celery,  and 
carrots.  These  declines  ranged  from  42  percent  for  peppers  to 
23  percent  for  carrots.  Compared  with  a  year  ago,  considerably 
lower  prices  for  onions,  tomatoes,  carrots,  green  peas,  cabbage, 
and  spinach  more  than  counter-balanced  sharp  increases  for  snap 
beans,  lettuce,  and  green  peppers,  and  moderate  increases  for 
cauliflower  and  celery. 

Prices  of  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes  continued  to  make 
moderate  advances  during  the  month  ended  March  15.  Average 
prices  received  by  farmers  for  potatoes  rose  from  $1.65  to  $1.71 
per  bushel.  Stocks  of  1944  crop  potatoes  remaining  on  hand  on 
the  first  of  this  month  were  26  percent  below  the  record  March  1, 


1944  stocks  and  19  percent  above  the  abnormally  low  holdings 
on  March  1,  1943.  Supplies  in  the  Middle  West  were  especially 
short  in  mid-March.  Total  carlot  shipments  during  the  4  weeks 
ended  March  17,  however,  were  14  percent  larger  than  in  the 
preceding  4  weeks  and  only  5  percent  short  of  a  year  ago.  In 
1944,  Maine  farmers  received  19  cents  and  Idaho  farmers  14 
cents  per  bushel  for  potatoes  used  in  the  manufacture  of  starch. 

Parity  prices  of  farm  products  reached  a  new  25-year  high  on 
March  15.  Prices  received  by  farmers  declined  1  point  during 
the  month  ended  March  15  to  198  percent  of  their  1909-14 
average,  and  averaged  114  percent  of  parity,  down  2  points  from 
a  month  earlier.  Increases  in  prices  of  articles  purchased  by 
farmers  for  production  and  for  family  living  raised  the  parity 
index  (prices  paid,  interest,  and  taxes)  from  172  on  February  15 
to  173  on  March  15.     A  year  ago,  the  parity  index  was  169.

enough  to  offset  slight  increases  in  prices  of  many  other  farm 
crops.  The  all-crops  index  of  196  for  March  15  was  1  point 
lower  than  February  and  2  points  below  a  year  ago.  Indexes  of 
fruit  prices  at  211  percent  of  their  1909-14  average  and  oil-bear- 
ing crops  at  215  wire  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier.  Tobacco 
prices  were  off  1  point  to  359.  However,  2-point  increases  raised 
the  feed-grain  and  hay  index  to  1G6,  cotton  to  163,  and  food 
grains  to  171 . 

In  early  March,  market  supplies  of  grains,  cotton,  and  fruit 
were  more  plentiful  than  a  year  ago  whereas  oil  crops  and  po- 
tatoes were  in  shorter  supply.  Carlot  shipments  of  fruits  and 
vegetable-  during  the  \  weeks  ended  March  17  totaled  about  6 
percent  higher  than  in  the  previous  4  weeks.  Supplies  of  other 
commodities  were  seasonally  lower  than  in  February. 

Declines  in  prices  of  milk  and  eggs  this  month  again  more  than 
offset  increases  in  prices  received  by  farmers  for  meat  animals 
and  chickens.  The  poultry  index  was  off  8  points  to  175  on 
March  15,  with  a  2.7  cent  drop  in  egg  prices  partially  offset  by 
slightly  higher  chicken  prices.     Prices  of  dairy  products  were  off 


less  than  usual  and  that  index  was  down  only  2  points  to  198. 
These  decreases  more  than  offset  the  2-point  rise  in  the  meat- 
animal  index  which  was  211  compared  with  203  a  year  earlier. 

Total  Federal-inspected  slaughter  of  meat  animals  at  32  se- 
lected centers  so  far  this  month  was  below  February  1945  and 
early  March  of  last  year.  Receipts  of  poultry  at  4  markets  were 
slightly  higher  this  month  than  a  year  earlier,  but  frozen  poultry 
stocks  were  substantially  lower.  Production  of  both  eggs  and 
milk  was  up  seasonally  in  March.  Egg  production  was  still  con- 
siderably lower  than  a  year  earlier,  milk  production  was  a  little 
higher. 

The  demand  for  farm  products,  arising  from  a  record  high 
level  of  nonagrieultural  income  and  full  employment,  has  been 
sufficient  to  maintain  prices  of  farm  products  at  nearly  twice 
their  pre-World-YVar-I  level.  Although  military  and  lend-lease 
requirements  have  cut  deeply  into  available  supplies,  civilian 
demand  for  farm  products  continues  unabated.  Average  weekly 
earnings  per  factory  worker  in  recent  months  have  been  about  4 
percent  above  the  previous  year.       »

Dairy  Products:  The  index  of  dairy  product  prices  declined  2 
points  from  February  15  to  March  15  to  198  percent  of  the  1909- 
14  average.  At  this  level,  the  index  was  1  point  below  a  year 
earlier.  Production  of  milk  is  now  running  a  little  higher  than 
a  year  ago. 

Wholesale  prices  of  milk  dropped  from  an  average  of  $3.31  per 
100  pounds  on  February  15  to  $3.24  on  March  15,  as  production 
increased  seasonally.  A  year  ago,  wholesale  milk  brought  an 
average  of  $3.26  per  100  pounds.  Retail  prices  of  milk  were 
unchanged  at  13.3  cents  per  quart  and  prices  of  farm  butter 
remained  at  45  cents  per  pound.  Prices  of  butterfat  declined 
fractionally  to  50.7  cents  per  pound. 


Meat  Animals:  The  index  of  prices  received  by  farmers  for 
meat  animals  rose  2  points,  to  211  during  the  month  ended  March 
15.  Prices  of  cattle,  calves,  sheep,  and  lambs  advanced  in  most 
sections  of  the  country.  Prices  of  hogs,  however,  remained  un- 
changed. Federal-inspected  slaughter  of  meat  animals  was  at 
substantially  lower  levels  during  the  4  weeks  ended  March  17. 
They  were  9  percent  less  than  a  month  earlier,  and  down  27  per- 
cent from  a  year  earlier.  Hog  slaughter  accounted  for  all  of  this 
decrease.  Cattle  and  sheep  slaughter  were  about  10  percent 
above  last  year,  but  hog  marketings  were  less  than  half  of  last 
year's  movement.  The  meat-animal  price  index  was  8  points 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.

Agricultural  Prices  April  15,  1945 

Sharp  upturns  in  truck-crop  prices  and  price  advances  for 
meat  animals  and  fruit  raised  the  index  of  prices  received  by 
farmers  for  agricultural  commodities  from  198  percent  of  its 
1910—14  average  in  March  to  203  in  mid-April.  Parity  prices 
for  April  were  unchanged  from  March,  and  prices  received  by 
farmers  average  117  percent  of  parity  compared  with  114  a 
month  earlier  and  116  in  April  1944.  The  mid- April  parity 
index  (prices  paid,  interest,  and  taxes)  was  173. 

Although  prices  of  meat  animals  rose  substantially,  it  was 
the  advance  in  crop  prices  that  contributed  most  to  the  increase 
in  the  general  agricultural  price  level  during  the  month  ended 
April  15.  The  truck-crop  index  jumped  from  203  in  early 
March  to  259  in  the  first  half  of  April.  The  fruit  index  increased 
10  points  to  221  in  mid- April,  but  feed  grains  and  hay  were  off  4 
points  to  162.  Prices  of  food  grains  were  up  1  point  to  172; 
cotton  at  163,  and  oil-bearing  crops  at  215,  were  unchanged 
from  a  month  earlier. 

The  index  of  prices  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  rose  to 
201  on  April  15,  compared  to  200  on  March  15  and  1.91  a  year 
earlier.  The  meat  animal  index  rose  4  points  during  the  month 
ended  April  15  to  215,  the  highest  level  since  May  1943.  The 
index  of  poultry  and  egg  prices  advanced  1  point  to  176,  putting 
it  25  points  above  a  year  ago.  Heavy  production  of  milk 
resulted  in  lower  prices  for  dairy  products  and  the  index  dropped 
to  194,  compared  with  198  on  March  15  and  196  in  April  1944. 

Supplies  of  farm  products  were  about  10  percent  smaller  than 
a  month  earlier.  Stocks  of  staple  crops  such  as  grains,  soy- 
beans, peanuts,  and  cotton  normally  decline  until  the  new  crop 
comes  in.     But  April  1  farm  stocks  of  corn,  wheat,  and  oats  were 


at  above-average  levels  for  that  date.  Truck  crops  reached 
markets  in  increasing  volume  during  the  4  weeks  ended  April 
21,  gaining  6  percent  over  the  previous  month.  Federally 
inspected  slaughter  of  meat  animals  was  10  percent  smaller  than 
in  March  and  about  a  third  below  a  year  earlier,  chiefly  because 
of  a  substantial  reduction  in  hog  slaughter.  Production  of  milk 
increased  seasonally  during  April  and  is  likely  to  be  somewhat 
higher  than  a  year  ago. 

Demand  for"  agricultural  products  remains  strong.  Consumer 
buying  power,  as  reflected  by  the  latest  available  data  on  factory 
earnings,  was  429  percent  of  its  1910-14  average,  up  15  points 
from  a  year  ago. 

The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  commodities  in  mid- 
April  was  180  percent  of  the  1910-14  average,  5  points  higher 
than  on  April  15,  1944.  Converted  to  a  1919-29  base,  the  April 
index  was  112,  and  on  a  1934-39  base,  it  was  144,  all  the  same 
as  a  month  earlier.  The  mid- April  feed-price  index  was  178 
percent  of  1910-14,  or  3  points  below  that  for  April  15,  1944. 
Declines  in  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  hay  and  oats  lowered  the 
feed-price  index  1  point  during  the  month.  The  index  of  prices 
paid  by  farmers  for  seed  was  unchanged  from  March  15.  At 
283  percent  of  the  1912-14  average,  however,  the  seed-price 
index  was  10  points  above  the  level  of  a  year  ago.  Prices  paid 
by  farmers  for  fertilizer  continued  to  hold  steady ;  the  mid- April 
index,  at  121  percent  of  the  1910-14  average,  was  the  same  as 
last  September  and  in  April  1944  and  1943.

Production  of  linters  during  February  totaled  128,000  bales 
as  compared  with  170,000  bales  in  January  and  100,000  bales 
during  February  a  year  ago.  Total  production  for  the  7-month 
period,  August  through  February,  this  season  was  915,000  bales 
as  compared  with  964,000  during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 
The  supply  of  linters  (carryover  August  1  plus  production 
through  February)  totaled  1,484,000  bales  as  compared  with 
1,703,000  through  the  same  date  a  year  earlier.  This  is  the" 
smallest  supply  figure  for  this  period  since  1936-37  when  the 
corresponding  figure  was  1,194,000  bales. 

Consumption  of  linters  during  February  totaled  119,000  bales, 
the  largest  February  consumption  on  record.  This  compares 
with  129,000  bales  consumed  in  January  and  107,000  bales 
during  February  last  year.  Total  consumption  of  linters  for 
the  7-month  period,  August  through  February,  was  863,000 
bales.  This  is  about  14  percent  larger  than  the  759,000  bales 
consumed'during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier  and  is  about  2 
percent  larger  than  the  previous  record  consumption  during  this 
period  of  844,000  bales  in  1941-42.  If  the  current  rate  of 
consumption  is  maintained  during  the  remainder  of  the  season, 
total  consumption  should  approximate  the  record  high  consump- 
tion of  1,488,000  in  1941-42. 

Reported  stocks  of  linters  in  oil  mills,  consuming  establish- 
ments, and  in  public  storage  as  of  the  end  of  February  totaled 
464,000  bales.  This  is  only  about  55  percent  of  reported  stocks 
of  linters  on  the  same  date  a  year  earlier  and  is  also  the  smallest 
stock  as  of  this  date  in  many  years. 

The  quality  of  linters  produced  in  1943-44  was  more  nearly 
normal  than  the  wartime  production  of  the  preceding  year. 

Grades  5,  6,  and  7  which  are  the  strictly  chemical  grades  com- 
prised 73.5  percent  of  the  total  in  1943-44  against  90.4  percent 
in  the  preceding  year,  76.0  percent  in  1941  and  61.3  in  1940. 
The  large  proportion  of  chemical  linters  produced  in  1942  13 
resulted  from  the  industry's  response  to  the  War  Production 
Board's  request  for  all  the  mill  run  linters  that  could  be  produced 
in  that  season.  In  1943-  11  mills  were  requested  to  make  two 
cuts  and  the  AVPB  directive  required  65  percent  of  production 
to  be  earmarked  for  the  chemical  industry.  The  production  of 
various  kinds  of  linters  is  influenced  by  economic  considerations 
and  by  emergency  war  requirements.  Most  crushing  mills  have 
sufficii  nt  delmting  units  to  make  either  one  cut  (mill  run)  or  two 
■  first  and  second  cuts).  Needs  for  linters  for  use  in  pulp 
smokeless  powder  and  rayon  tire  cord  necessitated  the 
WPB  order  requiring  that  80  percent  of  the  1944-45  production 
be  set  aside  for  chemical  use.

Poultry  and  Eggs:  The  index  of  poultry  and  egg  prices  de- 
clined 8  points  during  the  month  to  175  percent  of  the  1909-14 
average  as  the  result  of  a  seasonal  decline  in  egg  prices.  How- 
ever, the  mid-month  index  was  13  points  above  a  year  earlier 
and  at  the  highest  level  for  March  since  1920. 

Egg  prices  dropped  from  an  average  of  35.8  cents  per  dozen 
on  February  15  to  33.1  per  dozen  on  March  15  as  production 
increased  with  warmer  weather.  Active  demand  for  chickens, 
accompanied  by  a  decline  in  both  receipts  at  terminal  markets 
and  stocks  of  frozen  poultry,  were  instrumental  in  raising  the 
average  price  of  chickens  from  24.5  cents  to  25.0  per  pound  dur- 
ing the  month.  Turkey  prices  dropped  from  33.9  to  33.6  cents 
per  pound  with  sales  light  at  this  season  of  the  year.
